REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants amendment to the instant claims is sufficient to overcome all 
remaining rejections set forth in the Final Office action, mailed 03/30/2010. 

The instant claims have been amended to now recite specific process steps 
directed to molecular orbital calculations for a target biological molecule, and are no 
longer directed to a naked parallel computing method of generic (unspecified) molecular 
orbitals. Support for the amendment limiting the orbital calculations to a target biological 
material is provided in the instant specification on pages 1 and 5. The instant claims 
have further been amended to specify a particular series of computational procedures 
carried out by a plurality of computers as well as specifying the particular 
communications of information between said plurality of computers. Therefore the 
rejection of claims set forth in said Final Office action under 35 USC 101 for lacking a 
specific and substantial utility as well as the associated rejection of claims under 35 
USC 112, 1 st has been withdrawn. 

The remaining rejection of claim 19 under 35 USC 101 as being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter set forth in said Final Office action is also withdrawn in view of 
the cancellation of said claim.
